People of too Philippine Islands 


ar* to bav* ta«lr ova distinctive post- 
aa* stamps, the designs of which will 
typify ta« art* and industries of the 
archipelago, says the Brooklyn Bagle. 
Ever since the Islands cane Into th* 


of th« United States they 


beta, required to make UM of the 


ordinary postage stamp* printed for 
the people here, iave for the word 
"Philippines" stamped in ugly black 
ink across the fa*» of each. 
During 


the year IMS «.206,200 stamps were 
printed for the use of the Philippines. 


These new Philippine stamps, 
as 


well as the billions that will be order- 
ed by poatiMUiMrs throughout 
the 


United States, will be printed at the 
government's great paper money and 
Stamp mill—the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, in Washington. 


The making of a postage stamp is 


interesting process. Skillful hands are 
required, as well-as considerable time. 
At/much care is exercised in getting 
out a tiny two cent stamp as a f 1,000 
treasury certificate. 


The printing is done on queer look- 


ing presses, each of which produces 
1,600 
stamps a minute or about 100.- 


000 an hour. Each press has an end- 
lees chain thai carries four plates, 
on which the designs of the stamps 
are engraved. 
Gin each plate 
400 


stamps are represented. The sheets 
printed from these plates are intend- 
ed to be cut into' quarters eventually. 
In which shape they will he sold by 
the Poet Office Department. 


Each plate is carried by the end- 


less chain first under an ink roller, 
from which it receives & coating of ink 
of the proper color. Then It passes be- 
neath a pad of canvas, which oscil- 
lates so as to rub the ink in. Next 
it pauses for a moment under tihe 
hands or a man who polishes the plate. 
Finally a sheet of white paper is laid 
upon the plate, both pass under a rol- 
ler, and the sheet comes out on the 
other side 400 printed postage stamps. 
The places revolve in a circle, as it 
were—more accurately speaking they 
move around the four sides of a square 
In a horizontal plane. 


While one is being inked another is 


being rubbed by .the canvas, another 
is being polished, and the fourth is 
passing under the printing roller.,The 
circuit takes about a minute, during 
which four sheets of 400 g.amps each 
are printed. The most important part 
of the work, requiring the greatest 
skill, is the polishing. It is done with 
the bare hands, no other method be- 
fog equally efficient. The object is to 
leave exactly enough ink for a good 
Impression, and no more. One girl 
lays the white paper sheets upon the 
plates, while another young woman 
removes them as fast as they are prlnt- 
ed,And stacks them up. in a pile. 


The process gives the results of hand 


press work 
Half a dozen 
presses 


working toge:her. each turning out 
lOO.uOO stamps an hour, can produce a 
good many millions in a day. Three 
hands are requiied for each press— 
the printer, who does the polishing, 
and two girls. 


As in the case of tbs men who print 


paper currency, each printer must ac- 
count for every sheet of blank paper 
that he receives. 
These sheets are 


counted in 'tihe wetting division, be- 
fore they are delivered to him. After 
they are printed they are counted and 
then sent to the examining division, 
where they are counted again. Spoiled 
sbe&.s are counted as carefully as per- 


• feet ones, because they represent mon- 


ey. If lost or stolen, they could be 
used. On each sheet appears the spe- 
cial mark of the printer who tuinc-d 
It out. An allowance of 1% per c-jut 
la made to him for spoilage. If he ex- 


, ceeds the allowance he must pay for 


tiho extra Joss at the actual,cost of 
the paper, ink and labor represented.

_ single one-cent stamp. 
After being 


fxamined, the sheets 
are 
counted 


ugain and put between straw boards 
under hydraulic press to make them 
lie Hat. Thus they ore coun'i-ed more 
easily, and can be made into smaller 
bundles. After undergoing this process 
they arc counted once more and are 
now ready to be gummed and perforat- 
ed. The stamps r.ow done, only re- 
main to be gone over. Inspected, count- 
ed and tagged in packages of 100 sheets 
before being sent out. Each- package 
of 100 sheets holds 10.000 stamps. 


Furze May Yield Paper. 


The salvation of the world's paper 


supply may come from furze. It has 
been ascertained that the furze, suita- 
bly treated, produces a white and sol- 
id pulp. After a boiling of five or 
Btx hours the pulp Is washed with wat- 
er, acidulated with s'-'^churlc acid In 
suitable quantity, bk-acXed with chlor- 
ide of lime and thoroughly washed, 
when It is in a suitable sta,t« for use 
in pap«r manufacture, 
If successful, 


this sort of paper-making will open 
tip a large class of new paper-making 
materials »ncl possibly prove the so- 
lution of the serious problem caused 
by the rapid exhaustion of the timber 
dlntrlcu In the effort to matt the de- 
mand for wood pulp, the present u«i 
Tergal material-

beverages called cut dials, which ar* 
so generally used, are :tliuo£t entirely 
of Continental origin. 8ou:e of them 
have a history extending oier cen- 
turies, aod yet the secret of their 
manufacture has been so well con- 
cealed that the monastic couimu- 
ties in which they were first pro- 
duced still continue in absolute pos- 
session of the recipe and enjuy the 
proceeds of their monopoly. 


The most ancient of liquers is 


Benedictine, which is said to data 
from «65 A.D. Out it was not till 
1500 
that Doni Bernado Viucelli. a 


inoak reuldem in the Abbey of Fe- 
camp. 'who had & profound knowl- 
edge of the plants and herbs used in 
the preparation of medicinal cordials 
succeeded in making a cordial which 
preserves the name and fume of the 
order. 
It is said that the monks. 


when weary from their studies, re- 
stored their strength by taking the 
simple cordial. The new distillery at 
Fecamp Is a palatial building, which 
is a memorial of past success and 
present progress. In the laboratory 
there are gigantic tun-shaped vats, 
containing 11 0.000 gallons of the 
nquer, and in underground cellars 
is stored the produce of the distilla- 
tion of the plants. 


Chartreuse is named after the orl- 


ignal Carthusian monastery founded 
in the eleventh century 'In a wild, 
romantic valley forming a portion of 
the French department of Isere. This 
liquer has a large sale, both the 
green and yellow being popular. It 
Is distilled from various herbs which 
are supposed to possess peculiar 
stimulating and aromatic properties. 
Its repute has been maintained by 
monks despite the enormous difficul- 
ties which they have encountered 
.from time to time. The order Is sup- 
posed to have been considerably en- 
riched by the revenue frjjn this 
country. The monastery which con- 
tains the distillery has long been 'a 
famous resort for visitors. 


Perhaps the next in popularity is 


Curacoa, which received its name 
from one of the West Indies (Dutch) 
where are grown the oranges from 
the dried peel of which the liquer la 
made. Most of the liquer Is imported 
from 
Holland, the 
center of Its 


manufacture. The orange peel, aftor 
being carefully dried, is macerated 
with water, and afterward distilled 
with spirits and water. When taken 
from the still It is sweetened with 
sugar, and to make it a little more 
palatble a little Jamaica rum Is add- 
ed. Those who have experimented 
say that a very good imitation can be 
made with the fresh peel of bitter 
oranges and whisky. 
\ highly flavored liquer Is mara- 


schino, made from bruised cherries, 
both the wild and cultivated varie- 
ties being used. Klrschwasser is rap- 
Idly becoming popular as a choice 
liquer. 
It 
Is distilled from the 


bruised cherries, ~and tli« stoned ker- 
nels taken 
from the cherries are 


gathered when they are quite ripe 
and, having been stemmed, are then 
pounded in a wooden vessel, but so 
carefully that the stones are not 
broken. In this condition they are 
left to ferment. 
As soon as fermen- 


tation begins t!ie\ are stirred two 
or three times v. day. 
Later the 


stones are broken and the kernels 
thrown In with the fruit. Kumel, an- 
other sweetened sulrit imported from 
Germany and Russia, gets its name 
from the German word for the herb 
cumin, with which It Is flavored, 
though caraway seeds are used for 
the same purpose 


Anise seed*. cordial, which is often 


taken as a stomachic, is not a dis- 
tilled spirit but is made by flavoring 
a weak spirit with anise seed, corian- 
der and sweet fennel seed. Corian- 
der has an agreeable aromatic smell 
and a sweetish aromatic taste. It is 
the essential ingredient of the cor- 
dial, which Is sweetened with clari- 
fied syrup or refined sugar. Clove 
cordial is more useful in the house- 
hold than as an ordinary liquer. Col- 
or Is imparted by the addition of 
burnt sugar, Peppermint, or creme 
de menthe, is a popular liquer made 
of the ordinary sweetened gin, flav- 
ored with the essential oil of pepper- 
mint, which is previously rubbed up 
with refined sugar.

must first be removed. This is in- 
variably done by hand with hatchets, 
which very often bring the cost of 
the old bricks after this treatment 
up to that of the new bricks. This 
accounts for the reason why more of 
the old bricks are not used. To lessen 
this expense they have devised a 
plan by which machinery will take 
the place of hand cleaning. The ma- 
chine is supported on a platform, the 
latter having an openiug in the cen- 
ter to allow a brick-cleaning wheel 
to rotate on a shaft. This shaft is 
mounted upon bearing blocks se- 
cured to the sides of the platform 
and is operated by a bslt and pulley. 
The cleaning wheel is formed of two 
disks, placed together side by side 
and connected by screws. 
A large 


number 
of 
small 
openings 
are 


formed through tthe disks, the in- 
ner ends of the orenings where the 
two disks meet being countersunk. 
Nails are inserted In the openings, 
the nail heads fitting into the coun- 
tersunk ends and the points project- 
ing thnugh the opposite sides of the 
disks 
Guides are attached lo the 


platform in line with the grinding 
wheel, the old brick can work upon 
either side of the wheel or two oper- 
ators rtmy work, one upou oath side.

I ihink it a practical idea, and I lo- 
lleve that through the agency of an 
organization of this kind much nilgai 
be done to relieve the sufferings of 
the victims of this disease. 


"As 
for 
its 
prevalence, I never 


dreamed how many people had been 
hit by it until I went into the hos- 
pital. 
It seemed to me that every 


second person in the surgical wards 
was either just getting over an op- 
eration for the removal of tha vermi- 
form appendix, or just getting reaily 
for one. 


"Since I came out nearly every per- 


son I meet either tells me that ne h?» 
had It or cites an instance or two of 
friends or relatives that were strick- 
en. 
I have heard of cases of who la 


families, from the father and mother 
right down to the youngest children, 
being operated on for this trouble. 


"Nor is the disease confined seeming- 


ly to large centers of population or to 
any particular class of the population. 
By some It Is thought that only those- 
who eat overmuch of rich food ' are 
ever stricken. This is far from true. 


"The poor are Its victims as well a.> 


the rich, the ill-fed 'as well as tne 
glutton. 
And it is just as prevaleut 


proportionately in sparsely settled dis- 
tricts as in New York. 


"Last summer I met an old col leg" 


friend who told me of a village m 
Kansas in which nearly every resi- 
dent had been operated on for appen- 
dicitis. Even the children ihere dis- 
cussed the disease, and a very lar£j 
number of them, 10, 12 and 14 years 
old, had been under the knife, 


"This being the case, one can fancy 


what a membership a society of tills 
nature would have. Probably through 
its efforts a cure could be discovered 
that would make unnecessary the op- 
eration that so many victims dread. 


"It seems strange that a malady like 


appendicitis cannot 
be reached 
oy 


medicine. Judging by the past achieve- 
ments of medical science, I think', ijt 
-could tf lue proper amount of 
r?- 


search was made by some of the great 
men in the profession. 
All sorts of 


remedies have been found for diseases 
heretofore 
considered incurable, and 


the death rate from them greatly re- 
duced. 


"The ?pread of appendicitis has been 


astonishing in the last ten years As a 
layman with ordinary common sense 
I believe firmly that there must be 
some one underlying cause for this

HAVE IMMENSE INCOMES. 


Germany ar.d Great Britain Have 


Been Making Large Invest- 


ments Abroad. 


An interesting comparison between 


Great Britain and Germany as invest- 
ors outside their own boundaries is 
mdae by Kdgar Speyer, the well-known 
London 'banker, in a letter to the 
Statist. 
Figures supplied to him by 


Prof. 
Arndt, of 
Frankfort-On-Main, 


show that in recent years Germany 
has been making large investments 
abroad, and that in a comparatively 
short time 17,500,000.000 of German 
money has been invested In foreign se- 
curities and 
industries. 
Germany's 


annual Income from this enormous in- 
vestment is between $350,000,000 and 
1375,000,0000. 
Adding to this the sura 


she receives from her shipping commis- 
sions, insurance and other sources, her 
total yearly income from foreign in- 
vestments is 1500,000,000. 


Great Britain's income from similar 


sources is $900,000,000, but the differ- 
ence between the incomes of the two 
countries lias in recent years been 
rapidly narrowing In favor of Ger- 
many, because Great Britain has failed 
to invest any appreciable amount of 
capital abroad for nearly a decade. 
"Doubtless the rule that prosperous 
people usually become more lavish iu 
their expenditure will also apply to 
Germany," says Mr. Speyer. "In fact, 
th«re are already signs that the couu- 
try is beginning to consume at home a 
larger portion of Its growing wealth 
. "if this tendency," he continues, "to 
spend more at home in order to live 
in greater comfort develops In Ger- 
tnany at the sane time that Great 
Britatln becomes 
more economical.

He «hen rides up aad se- 
cur^s hira. He often spends days and 
even weeks in chasing one of these 
dying animals and is sometimes forced 
to abandon the bunt. 


Every one is familiar with the meth- 


ods of capturing the elephant, for 
there is something picturesque In both 
•the keddah and the decoy methods. 
but the animal is bad tempered and 
even the skilled hunter must use the 
utmost caution after the capture la 
effected. It Is said that no gorilla has 
ever been captured alive after he w»a 
full .grown. Certainly no sane man 
would attempt such a feat They fear 
nothing; which makes them terrible. 
foes, and even when mortally wounded 
they show agility, strength and feroc- 
ity which are astonishing. 


On the other hand all other apes are 


pathetically easy to capture. The most 
popular method is for & trapper to 
seat himself where he is sure to ba 
observed by these creatures and pre- 
tend to drink from a bottle of crude 
spirits. When he Is sure that he haa 
been observed he leaves the bottle and 
goes away. The moment his back ia 
turned the monkeys swarm to appeal* 
their curiosity concerning th« eontenrta 
of the bottle. They like the tatte of 
the spirits and quarrel among them- 
selves for it till the bottle has been 
emptied. They are soon overcome Uy 
the intoxicant and the trapper return* - 
and gathers them up. 


Lions and tigers are often caught aa 


cubs, as this is less dangerou* and laat 
difficult than the capture of th* f«W 
grown animals. The trapping is al- 
ways done at night, a hole being dut 
in the ground some twenty feet in di- 
ameter and two or- three feet deep. Ov- 
er this is stretched a strong net, hid- 
den -by bushes and leave*, and having 
round- Its edge -a strong elastic baall; 
As soon as the animal walk* into tM 
net and sinks into the hole the «la*U» 
band is liberated and tb* net clam 
round the animal. 


Though boa constrictors would seam 


difficult to capture because of their 
ferocity, it is, nevertheless, compaia> 
lively easy. They are mod* victims «l 
their greed for food. A tempting bait 
in the form of a young deer or antel- 
ope (the natives of India; have b*t* 
known to use their infants for- th* 
purpose) is laid in a locality known to 
be Infested with serpenta. The trap- 
per returns from tine to time till- ta* • 
bait is found to have been eaten. Then 
he knows his quarry Is as good as 'tak- 
en. for somewhere sear by the ser- 
pent is lying sleeping off the effects 
of the intelope.— N. Y. Mail 


Saving Gold Dust 


Washing machines seem all right 


enough In a laundry, but they would 
scarcely be looked for in tiaa estab- 
lishment of a manufacturing jeweler. - 
Yet they play an important part in 
such a plant. 


In a washing machine are mafeett 


daily all aprons and all the bkwaa* 
worn by the .workers employed in.th* 
manufacture of 'articles of golfT Then 
the water in which these things f*v« 
been washed is piped to a room when 
the gold contained in it is extracted 


saved. 


Particles of gold- adhere to the hands 


and faces of the workers in the pre- 
cious metal, and even get into their 
hair. Twice a day ail the operatives 
wash their hands and faces; and- the 
water it, like that from the washing 
machine, piped to the extracting room. 


Here there is installed a big flUer, 


with its filtering section made of can- 
vas, and resembling 
outwardly UM 


pleated section of a giant square con- 
certina. as it would look partly drawn 
out. 
All the water from the washing 


machine and from the wasn bowls in 
the factory is forced through this fll- 
ter; and at regular intervals the filter- 
ing section is taken out and ths gold 
removed from it. 


All the floors in the factory are cov- 


ered with tar paper which catches and 
holds all the gold particle* that fall 
upon it. 
From time to time a a«ir 


paper covering is laid on th* floon. 
the old being burned for the gold con- 
tained in it 


By these means there are saved la % 


factory annually thousands of dollar* 
worth of gold that without such pr*» 
cautions would inevitably be loat.

his ship. 


The rescued

here included James 
Flanigan. the 


second officer; J. D. Crawford, the 
chief engineer, and William J Curry, 


tinge were carried overboard.

Oo Hot ES Alarmed If the Dough 


Acts Unlike That of the Or- 


dinary Loaf. 


The nicest bread I ever ate and )ne 


that is easy to prepare, is nut bread. 
To make two loaves take three CUDS 
whita flour, three cups graham, three 
cups lukewarm water in which 
tuft 


caks of compressed yeast has bcoi 
dissolved. Or.e and one half teaspoon* 
salt, a heaping mixing spoon sugar, 
one-foufli teaspoon soda and one and 
one half, cups chopped hickory or Eng- 
lish \valnur meats. 


Mix the ingredients thoroughly at 


night, set in a varm place to rise, than 
in the morning mix it out into loaves 
with but little kneading. Usa as little 
flour as possible, only sufficient to keep 
it fr.im sticking to the molding toard. 
as the bread is much more moist and 
tender tnaii when made too stiff wjt.'i

on the secretion of the gastric juice 
which corrects the hurtful qualities ex- 
isting in its raw state." 


Avoid fat as it is indigestible, for 


the reason that the gastric juices, such 
an important factor in our daily lives, 
has no action in it. This is the rea- 
son fried foods are so unwholesome. 
The fat acts as a varnish and prevents 
the gastric juices 
f/om performing 


their mission. 


In loasting, let the meat be put be- 


fore a hot fire for a few moments and 
then draw it back a little. This hard- 
ens the outside sufficiently to prevent 
the escape of the juices so necessary 
to our health. 
In broiling a steak it 


Is best to have the edges come be- 
ycnd the gridiron. In this way, being 
exposed ta the flre they become equally 
cooked.
